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Study says Florida's 
education system lags

Florida l^te Univarrity profeHiw'. 

Hw tMe't infi^ rata, ttnimi 
performance on aehknMMnt taMs ai^ 
educational support of public colleges is 
poor compared to the rest of the nation, 
according to a survey done by Thomas 
R. Dye, dir«ctor the Florida Sute 
Univerai^ Mley Scvneu Ptrt^am. 

"Dropmrt ntes an in Florida 
becauae the education system is failing 

failing to hdd t^dmA interest," Dye 
Mid. "A major prolan ia high school 
is vocational studeato and non-college 
bound rtt^mts an wOt reeeiving the 
Mad of MMu nor attention to keep 
thain ia school. Greater choice in which 
public school students go to, I speculate, 
would improve student dropout rates." 

Dye also qMculs^ that the high 
iwniib e r af dreiwuti fm partly beoi^ ef 
aaejr awm and Ugh availibi^ of 
unritillad and mrv^related jdM. 

Dye's survey also i^icates Florida's 
Scholastic AchwveoMnt Test scores are 
not up to par. Florida ranks 42nd in the 
MrtioQ wi^ an averate score (rf 890, 
aMe the Mj^iest scoring state, hmm, 
had an average score of 1090.

But changes in atmospheric pressure 
have an inverse effect on the aquifer. 
Furbish aaid it would seem that when a 
low prtMure wea moves in, M would 
reduce the pressure in the aquifer and 
cause the wells to drop-but that's not the 

case 

Furbish .said low pressure actually 
reduces the force of the air pushing down 
on the well, similiar to removing a 
battleciq>, and causes the water in the well 
to riee. 

Wells down into the aquifer can also be 
used to measure earthquake activity. 
Furbish said The strain along a fault can 
put pressure on an aquifer, as do the high 
frequency shock waves from earthquakes 
Aetivity can be meaaun^ by well 
seismographs because tile fault strain 
pressurizes the water and even minute 
changes Can be recorded, Furbish aaid.

Universities fight for rights to iogos

Flnrida State University licensing contractors are 
working to reach an out-of-court settlement with a 
Fldiida company for infringiriK on FSU logos and 
trademarks said Bruce Siegal, an Atlanta attorney. 

Aa:ording to Siegal, attorney for Coll«gt>t« Cmicepti, 
Inc. smA Intematumal CoUe^ate Enterpriwa— a ^nt 
licensing ^nture in Atlanta— a eoin]»iny called Camims 
Athli'tics repeatedly infringed on the university's logo 
and trademark rights by selling sweatshirts and T shirts 
bearing the logos and trademarks of FSU and a number 
of other universities including Duke, North Cwolina, 
Alabana, Auburn a^ Clemson. 

Gerald Jadci, general council for FSU, said the 
university would have participated as a plaintiff if its 
licensing contractors found it necessary to pursue 
litigation. CCI/ICE is now working to settle for out-of- 
mat damages rroro Cam^ AtiiMet mmriag the 
ttoairthMii^ sales. 

"We're w^ii^ a private apaemeitt between the two 
partm in lieu of going to cotut," Siegal said, adding that 
his council is also seeking an agreement whereby the 
company's owner agrees by contract not to engage in any 
other infringements on the university in the future. 

Campus Athletics recently went mit buttolM aad 
no Me from the firm cwld be readi^ fin- ^m^^ 

niil fm&yo6, licensing director at FSU, uM kgo 
infringements have been fairly common in the past. 
However, most companies promptly stopped using the 
^fa m Stained a ttcente. Foi^y^ said that

"This is the first time (an infringement case) has ever 
been pushed this far," Fordyce said. "Because (the 
infringements) were so broad, our contracting agents felt 
like it couldn't be ignw^. In titt |»M we've had ex^Uent 
cooperation, title ie tl» mily ene to go to the ed^ trf' 
litigation "

typical defense in these cases is for the company 
to challenge the university's right to the logo, but in 
relent years, precedent caws have clearly established 
that the ua^ps^ hM a right to its logo. 

Jaski said that when logo infringement iMM^i^ la 
-sourt, the university has a strong likelihood of wcceis. 
He MUed tiial tf Ca^os Athletics had been taken to 
court, 'the ^ee mmM hmm Imm ciM-uMM."

At a result of a 
decade of rollbacks and union Iwrting, a 
new militancy and spirit is evident 
everywhere More significantly, a new 
generation of labor leaders, like the United 
Mii» Workers' Richard Trumpka, are 
leading the long-overdue effort to 
reconceptuaUM Iht Nbor iMvrawnt. Many 
union officiate wm significant players in 
both Jeiwe Jackson presidential campaitnia. 
Conversley, Jackson, progressive America's 
grmt cmununicator , has ^mMAf argWd 
labor's ease to a rims asMeme. 

When adied receirtly why Ik had faith in 
the future of the labor movement, 
Trumpka. referring to the miners strike in 
Pillslown replied; "1 saw six high 
schools walk out of classes spontaneously 
to Join us on tte picket line. There is 
muMmr generation to carry on the union 
traditiOT." 

Someday, perhaps, we'll know as much 
about Trumpka 8 kids as we do about Jerry 
kiia.

Stewart doesn't have to wmry about his performance 
during Uait Saturday's upset in Jacksonville. Stewsirt 
waa wa^^moM fw tlM gam ei the seaMn ^Ut 
pminf shirtless in the PSU'a Ifat BodM eatendar. 

According to Assistant Athletic Directm* Bob Goin, 
Stewart was in violation of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Associatiim promotional activity rule 12.51.

Stewart, who is on athletic scholarship, said when he 
posed for the picture over the .summer, he had no

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Texaco opponents vow to continue fight despite survey

Texaco officials say they are pleasantly surprised by the 

resultB of a ns^rt survey that shows Lloyd's residents 
support the eor^ration's proposed tank farm facility by 
a two-to^>ne margin 

But opponents are more angry than disappointed. They 
claim that the survey— conducted by Kerr and Downs 
Research for Texaco— is biased and unreliable,

Shrimpers oppose TEI^ fa- a variety of 
reasons, not the iMst of which is the fact that 
these devices mUe teh aloi^ with turtles. In 
thwsands of hmin ot testing, researchers with 
the fe^al National Marine Fishwies Service 
have shown that TRDs are highly effective m 
reducing the amount of small to medium sized 
fish caught along with the shrimp. 

By NMFS ^imates. up to 90 percent the 
Gulf ctf Mexi(»*s annual production of juvenile 
red sn^ifier are killed in shnmt) n('t>. alon^ with 
40 to 60 percent of Juvenile .Spanish mackeiei and 
up to .10 percent of juvenile king macl^ei. I 
Again, by .NMFS estimates, for every pound of 
shrimp they catch, shrFmp nets kill from seven 
to 10 ^Mis <a fish. Most (tf this "bycatch" is 
swept overhcMrd as warte. but federal and state 
officials are aware that an undetermined amount 
of It IS Mild This potentially substantial source 
of addil 1.111, ii revenue for shrin^ra WOuM 
Significantly reduced if TEIte are requirml. 

Thoae wlw we i^or^ed in riunmping's impact 
on the marine envinmnient in general should 
aim be aware rf either problem which the 
current TED c^rwersy isn't intended lo 
address, but is nevertheless real. Large shrimp 
t rav. Is (and any trawls, fwthat matter) can and 
do inflict mvmn mid pwmanent damage to 
natural marine habitats. An entire natural reef, 
made of coral, sponges and as.sorted other Cornis 
of marine life, can l)e easily obliterated by a 
single pass from a high powered trawler Such 
reefs (known as "live bottom"), which may haw 
taken nature a thoosaMl ymn to build, m* 
homes to dozens of species of fM and eiwitleas 
other marine organisms. 

Ax present, there are no laws which protect 
open water live bottom, except in highly- 
publicized areas as tlw cwal ivefli oftte Florida 
Keys. What the a^wage Arimp consumer 
^mnt know is that the Gulf of Mexico fand, in 
particular, the Gulf off Florida'- Fiend i 
contains thousands of acres of live bottom In 
conducting their busmj'ss, shrimpers routinely 
damage and destroy theM habitats with 
impunity becawe c€ a ladi afoaneMm itei* thme 
little-known reeft by fiid^ and s^ marine 
manners.

uae. 

Cornelison said that the fmus of the 
organization is to nller advice, give 
information and provide alternatives to 
drinking.

Tallahassee resident Victor Hack suui he was riding 
his bicycle to t>^ Weatwoid Publix when he saw the team 
practicing and decided to stop The guard on duty, an 
employee of Maxwell Security, told Hack to "move on " 
Hack went on his way, but said he got "madder and 
m<iii(iet anil finally decided to return to the overpass 
"and make a stand." 

Accwding to Hack, the female security guard then 
threatened to call the Leon County SherifTs Department 
and have him arrested for loitering. She blew a whistle 
and a member of t he c oai hm^,' staff came ovw and yelled 
something Hack didn't hear. Then, he mid, several 
football players began harraaring him. 

"Members <d tim footlMll te*m wen tftunting me and 
calling rm namn," the S4-yemt<M Senltwie fan said. 
"They were catling me a weMMric talltag me to go 
back to Mexico." 

Hack left the area, but later complained to the .athletic 
de^u'tment and the security company He smd he feels 
tt'i his to watch the torn practice 

"I feel this is a violation of my civil rights," Hack said. 
"I feel like I'm being intimidated, and I think it's illegal 
to have someone on the bridge " 

The Maxwell S«:urity Company said the employee was 
following rtMite4epn«£higpreM4uf8a idm adnd 
Hack to hMva, 

"W« are rec^Md through our miMcttial agreement 
with the university to .stand there and ask people to 
move," said Elizabeth Maxwell, who owns the

Universities say drug 
plan won't effect ttiem

AdministratoTB from Florida State and 
Florida AftM tmhrersitiea My anti-drug 

policies ali padv in place at their schools 
are tough inough to keep them from 
Icming federal funds. 

Their comments came in the wake of 
{Resident Getirge Bush's anti drug speech 
laM TiMsday., Bush nid all schools and 
uaivMraitiM mmit irfopt Mrong anti-drug 
^Hete in order to receive federal 
ftnidfng. Both univerHities receive federal 
Money in the form of studmt fbuttieial 
and research grants. 

"These are {Miorities the university is 
alnM^y addreaing," said John Dalton, 
vfee preaidmt for rtudent affairs. "I 
don't think Hhe prfsulcnt's proposali 
would cause anv problem.'^ as far as this 
universii \ s I (imp I lance. "

Richard Flamer, Florida A&M vic« 
president for student affairs, said his 
school has also made a prtCHlty ^ 
i^nbatting drug use.

Haimr said tta* in oitter to ecMKlfaiate 
tfie univeraity's efforts to bring the 
school's policy to its students, he recently 
hired a drug and alcohol abuse ofTicer to

While Flamer agreed that strong anti- 
drug policies are needed, he cxpreM^ 
concern that universities are booming 
the enforcers of moce and mwe state and 
federal guiddine.s.

Oaltoa pointed out thrt the Resident's

But the (^OkKy itself wMn't finaneiaUy 
healthy, Lart wsdc when Schwing was 
contacted in New Orleans he said family 
matters took him home However, Leon 
County court records reveal that Schwing 
was a better coffee maker than 
busi^SB p eir so a. 

/^«irdi^ to records at the Leon CmuUy 
Courthouse, Schwmg failed to appear at 
two civil action case?,, one of which 
involved the Colnnia! Shoe Company, 



which supplied Schwing with shoes when 

he owned the ill-fated Slwe Shak. Because 
Schwing failed to appear for the case, the 
•Judge ordered him to pay $1,266.42— the 
amount he owes the Colonial Shoe 
Company for nm^handke. As ^ Aug. 25, 
the debt had not b^n paid. 

Schwing also owes the Chinese 
Laundry, a division of Cels Inc., 
approximately $1,082.42. Schwing failed 
to appear for this court date as wll, and 
as of Aug. 25 the de^ had not been paid. 
To add to fehwing's problems, the 
Internal Revenue Service has taken out 
a hen on him for approximately $17,000 

Local bu.sinessnien said thev were 
shocked at the Coffee Gallery's abrupt 
closing. 

Accoitling to Toufik Bilal, owner the 
Pocket Sandwich Emporium, a restaurant 

in the same building the GMmf etoaed 
■round the middle of Aug. 

"Ife (iWaa) was there on ^turday, 
doing business," Bilal said, "and by 
Monday he was gone and Kinko's was 
moving tn ' However, despite ihc 
litigation, Schwing said that he'll be back 
in good ole Tallahaflsee hrewtng coffee in 
a new location 

The CotTee Gallery will be reopening in 
about six weeks, but the new location was 
iM>t reloMed becMue nepitiations are still 
underway. The only thing Schwing said 
is the a«r s^i «iO hi Mif elcMe 
to the old CeMw OAwy. 

Sewing won't return to Tallahassee for 
another two weeks when renovations will 
begin on the new locale. When asked if he 
had any other comment, Schwing replied, 
"Tell them not to worry, we'll be back"

But John Watkins is proof that any 
blues p^t-mortem is premature. 

Watkins has been impressing peopta all 
around the oountiy with his brand of 
blues, which is rwAed in the tradition of 
Muddy Watera, Junior WaliacMl Jmim 
Cotton. 

The bluesman is bringing his style and 
hia almighty guitar to the Oownu^er 
tiiia weeiwiri, on a r^vn trip to the 
Capitol City. 

The singer, songwriter and guitarist 
started his cmftT in f'hK■a^:o, where he 
began on drums. But once he picked up 
the guitar things started to cnne tt^ethw. 

"I found myaclf paying \km Mils," 
Watkins haa aaid. 

And pay the bills he did He has played 
with Willie Dixon's ("hicago Blues All- 
stars, James Cotton and in hia unda 
Jimmy Johnson's Band. 

"ft eaflM to tte point where it (tte 
muaic) wsan't a hobby, it was a 
profession," he said. "And 1 love it." 

Although Watkins and bis band play 



electric instruments, his music is more 
traditional. H* avoids the fusion elements 
of jazz that BiHt young musicians tend to 
ampliv now, making his music more 
•lanantal and mmi' emotional 

Originally, Watkins shunned the 
"blues" label 

"Man, I'm not playing no blues," he has 
aaid. 

But as he played and learned hia trade, 
he changed his mmd. 

"I got an education from people like 
Willie Dixon. Just listani^ and finding 
«rt wlmv it <»iM frMi, t taaiaed 1^ teai 
around. 

•^The key ia to put your signature on it 
BO matter what your approach. " he said. 

Watkins' signature sound is not 
traditional blues. Rhythm and funk 
emanate from every chord he plays. 

"I think tte '80i H ny tima. and I'm 
t^i^ tai pmv evaiyAi^ Mo 1^ BtMe," 
he said. 

Pouring hi.s heart and soul intti the 
music has made him famous, and he is nut 
about to let his audience down.

"It was never fmaliz^ and it was never used." said 
county's public iaformiAkm erfflcer Catherine 
Sportelli, who drafted the a^ion plan. "How they got 
that is not known to me. It was never adopted "

"We have been a.sked to announce our compromise 
position," said Florida Voice for Choice Executive Directw 
Paige Carter Smith. "We cannot compromise freedom in 
U»is ixMintry . Tl» gmwnnmBnt must art be allowed to enter 
into a deciskm ia • panmal, imral mid religious 
dilemma " 

AiTordinj,' to Carter Smith. Florida voters have already 
indicated that they will not accept further restrictions on 
abortion. Existing law, she said, aikquately ^ulates 
clinics to ensure quality care, outlaws third trimester 
aborttom except to save the life of the mother and

Brown returned, saying "I'm 
afraid you're a runaway train and no neighborhood is safe with 
you on the l(M)se " Les Epperson reminded folks of a 1986 incident 
when a homeless group, including two women and their children, 
were involved in a murder and robbery mtup.

ft(r five years the Florida Public 
Interest Research Group has been 
wwking to protect Florida's coast from off- 
Aatm oil (tevelopment. In itat time, it ha 
t^md temporary bsm againtt mch 
< ttf<tl4W *8irt. But now, the group wants 
te Mdthe danger to Florida's coast once 
and for all 

Toward this end FPIRG will be kicking 
off its "Save Our Shores" enq^i^ toAiy. 
For the MEt two weeka, group 
repreaea tativea will be at the Florid* 
State University Union each Wednesday 
and Thursday from 9 a.m. -2 p m to enlist 
help for their eauae. 

"We will tw there to band out 
information juad ^Mmlt aigaatwrea," 
FPIRG Campua Organizer Kathy 
Miaaon taid. "Our ^al is to send 
8,000- 10,000 signed postcards apiece to 
Gov. Bob Martinez and congressmen Bill 
Grant and George Miller." 

Miller, who ehaira the Dapartemt ei 
Ae Interior's Subcommittee on V t mm , 
Water and Off Shore Energy Resources, 
will be coming to Florida in October to 
hold a field hearing on a bill introduced 
by Rep. Andy Ireland, which would 
permanently ban oil drilling off the coeet 
of South Florida. 

According to FPIKG Chair Lisa 
Morrison, Miller's visit is only one good 
reason to push now for the ban

and the rash of .smaller tanker Infldtnts 
which followed. "It's important that we 
act now to get the support we need before 
Congressman Miller arrivse. We have to 
show him that people in North Florida 
care about their coastline" 

FPIRG would like to see the permanent 
ban on oil drilling off South Florida, ami 
a 30-mile pnMective buffer zone along the 
rest of the coast. Such a zone exists for the 
tine being from Naples to Apalachicola 
BiQr. but FfOQ would like to see that 
buffer permanently established and 
extended to Pensacola. 

"Pensacola is important because that 
area is not yet protected, " said FPIBG 
Programs Director Chris Robertson. 
"We'UI 

from that area." 

A random survey of 15 FSU students 
indicated that most believe the danger to 
Florida's coa-st is real, and agree with 
what FPIRG ia trying to do. Only FSU 
s^er Smso Cetae eiM A^iirin, 

"Upatl^, I don't think there's a 
chance of a major oil spill off Florida," 
Collazo said "But still, I'd be scared to 
take any chance, even if it was a small 
one The damagi miM^ nmM to 
(kvaMiU^." 

That, said Johnson, was one of th e 
reasons she became involved with FPIBG 
in the first place. 

"Florida's coastline is one of the most 
beautiful m the world, " Johnson said. "To 
see it destroyed, loet ^tmm, fmiQth* m

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Hugo continues 
to tear up the 
Caribbean 

UNITED nam internatkhsai, 
SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico-Having itilled at least 12 
pe«^le in Puerto Rico and other West 
Hurricane Hugo whirled through the open waters of the 
Atlantic Ocean Tuesday on a path expeetai to take it 
eventually to the U.S. Kast Coast 

Unconfirmed reports from ham radio operators and 
other sources indicated the deaUi toll in the islands frwn 
the northern Caribbean's mistiest hurricane in 10 
years might rise to three dozen rmm a storm t hat already 
han injured more than 100 people and left thousands 
hcptni'les- 

The deadly .storm had weakened nntx Monday 
morning, when its maximum sustained winds were 
clocked at 140 mph near Puerto Rico, th( Nafional 
Hutricane Center in Coral Gables, Fla . l eported At 6 
p.m. EOT Tueday, top winds were 105 mph, but the 
storm could rest rentjlhen over open, warm waters. 

Muj^o hy passed the muthern Bahamas and Turks and 
Caicos island* and was expw;t«d to al«> miss tim central 
Bahamas if it continue on Ha MMthwestern cour»», but 
forwasters said the path could shift at any tun. 

TTie forecasters said Hugo may likely hit somewhere 
on the Kast Coast In Kndav or Saturdav A series of high 
and low pressure svstetns were tugging the storm m 
difleient directions, and meteorologists plotted three 
potential paths: one that would brii^ Hugo ashore in 
Kirtral fWMa, otw Uking It to North Carolina, and one 
curving It eastward into the open Atlantic 

"TTiere's a big battle going on hetween all those 
systems to determine exac[l\ where Hugo will end up,' 
hurricane center director Bob SheeU said. "The best 
models that we have, the ones that have pt^en to be 
,»o<* reliable those are tuminf ttw stmi aer« iwat* 
florttweM during the next day or two, a^ jndiad 
tari^ng it toward the East CoaA, anywhere from 
Florida up to the Carolinas. 

II you believe the models that \m have now, there 
would be better than a 50 percent ctence thirt it would 
hit ramewbere ale^ the EmA Camt, tat y«i don't knew 
where," he said.

McMten D. Winsberg has predicted cool weather 
to arrive in Tallahassu-e between Stpt 28 and Oct 
6 based on past weatlwr patterns.

That's because the government granted Musikka, 45, 
tlM t^t to SBtdw f«- medical reaaona— to enobel km 
gkneoott— April d It^. She was the third penM and 
flnl fienale to be aw»ded that privilege But winning the 
right was no easy task. 

First, Musikka, a Gainesville resiiknt who was turned 
in by her houaemrte fin- smoking marijuana in March of 



1968, had to qiend bobm Ubm in jail. Tten aht M to go 
through loBg eo«uft pi«eedareB. /Uid. Ae nid, h<Hr do^ 
and lawyer had to dig through 70 hours of paperwork 

Musikka, who visits Tallahassee often because her son 
is a graduate ."student in the philosophy department at 
Florida Stale University, wants others to know about her 
espatieeces so they'tt kaoar wkmi^mf m «p iptelir^ 
e^ need ^ drug. 

"A Aieto> and patieM must go tlwou^ a grtwiing 
bureaucratic process to get the drug legally," said Bob 
Randall, the first person in the U S to gain the right to 
l^plly smoke pot, also for medical purposes. He le mm 
the hewi of Alliance for Mar^mme Hnrapeuttea in 
WaiAii^Um D.C., a group thM ■dwHa eMier ecc ea e te 
marguana ter nmlicinal pivpeaea. 

"A person could go blind waiting to get the marijuana 
prescription," Randall added 'The government wants to 
maintain the illusion that marguana has no no^eal 
value."

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Cleanup keeps surf side sparkling

People throughout Florida will be headed for the beach 
this weekend. But it won't be sun, fun and sand that this 
crowd is looking for. 

Inrtead, they'U be asking plastic, styrofoatn, glan ami 
(*her kinds of trash during Florida Coastal Cleanup Day, 
whic h hegins at 9 a m this Saturday '["housands of 
volunteers are expected to help with the three-hour 
cleanup, which is being sponsored by Florida's 
Department (rf jinvircwiMntal Bogulitien wkA the 
Center tar Hmti^ Ctamrvaiim. 

Volunteers will bf eomitAag bew:hes. paddling down 
rivers, travelling to islands and even diving underwater 
in their quest to rid the shores of marine deliri?. The 
collected litter will be catalc^ed and as much as possible 
will be recycled. An inventory of marine life that has 
b^n kilted cur uuurri Iqr (tebrts will alK> be conducted. 

After tiw eteani^, eiK meiywea ttw data and 
publishes a report on marine debris nationwide. 

According to Cindy Cosper of DER's Coastal Zone 
Management OffKc. the information published by 
is used to find litter 'trtmble-^iAs" mad trw» the §i^fin 
vt certain kinda (rf* litte. 

"If, ^ instance, we find that om ejmpany's predict 
keeps showing up on the beach, we try to contact that 
company and alert thcrn to the priihlcni." CosfHT said. 

In addition U) being an eyesore, litter on the shore and 
under the water is a serious hazard to seabirds, fish and 
narine mammaU, which can Iib struglMl items like 
fishing line and pUrtte six-psek hdders. Aconrdtng to 
the U.S. Environmental Protection AKenry, more than 
a million seabirds and thousands of other animals die 
eac h year du«' to entanglement in marine debris

martin debris is another mi^or cause of death in marine 
life. 

"Many sea turtles will eat plastic bags that appear to 
be jellyfish or other natural foods," said Pr<rflitt. "Birds 
also will feed on small pieces of plastic, especially 
bri^tfy eekmi i^artte floiAiiv in the water." 

Coordinator of the Organization for Artificial Reefs Bill 
Horn said past cleanups have produced positive results. 

"Last .Spring 70 volunteers collected ,3,000 pounds of 
trash in the Wakulla area," said Horn, adding that he 
hopes to see a better turnout this year. 

Horn also said that several nwmbers of OAR «• foi^ 
to dare the riqras to ms^ aeiiM etifldal rmh m safn- 
place tet marine life. 

"We're going to send some of our members diving to 
get the monofilament (fishi line off the reefs,' Horn said. 
"It's a real prcAlem, especially with artificial reefs. The 
shaip omitmtr (tf Uie reef snaga fl^9 tlMt Mii tte Ml 
get ^i^t up in ^imm." 

Two Florida State University organizati<ms will also 
be helping up with the cleanup this weekend The 
Florida Public Intrest Research Group, which kicked off 
to Save Our Shores campaign earlier this week, will be 
fteking up in the Aj^dachee Bay area, as will Mortar 
Botfd, • national honOT society for seniors. 

"Our national office has made the environment its 
focus for the year, and the FSU chapter feels that this 
would 1m- an excellent way to suppot mir national focus," 
said Mortar Board President Ashley Edwards. "Nrt only

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Proposal could make 
walkways saier

A plan for so integrated biki^ and walking trail 
^■tein Pltwida State Untveraity would make the 
eampoa safer and ft would alio be more efficient than 

paths currently on campus, according to FSU graduate 
■tudent Allen Joseph, who developed the plan. 

The program, which Joseph hopes will eventually 
amiMt with a city-wick walking and biking trail, said 
IBtlM-Walk Pn^vm" would ii^tude solar- 
powered lights with radio a^ tdq>hone option.^, 
separate biking and walking lanes and yellow reflecting 
posts to svparote bike from car Innes 

"The idea is to have a bike lane and a walk lane," 
^Meph said. "We need super safe trails with 
^nanuiMtim devicw close by." 

Joseph, who has had trouble getting student 
l^vernment to commit to his plan in its entirety, said 
that initially he would like to see njoney allotted to have 
at least 100 lights installed— enough for four to five 
ta-ails— which would cover wMtem half of cam^s. 
IvaMoidfy. he said, a trail for ^ tuft and north litm 
of campus could be added. 

Ao^rding to Joseph, the cost of 100 lights would be 
apfmiximately $200,000 To make the trails complete an 
additional $10,000 would be needed for bike/car 
separation poles. 

He also pointed out ttet if MiHknt govematnl could 
eome up with the initial t^.OOO, the program ceuld 
possibly qualify for $9.5,000 in federal matching funds 

The most costly items m the proposal are .solarvoltaic 
lights, which cost approximately $2,000 a piece Joseph 
e:q>lained that the ligiUa are powered by batteries that 
are rajuvwiMed teii^ the daytiim by aolu- paMls 
wh^ catch mmlight. 

Joseph said the cost of the lights— one of which is on 
tfqplay in front of the Rossetta building at FSU is 
omsiderably lower than lights currently used on the 
"UiM light" trail on campus becauM it ra^raa no 
«(t«tial atecbical wiri^. lis li^B oa the «»n^paa Mul 
cost apimximately $9,000. 

"Anytime you run electrtol wMl^ tt'a chaagir ^4o 
It solar," Joseph said. 

Al Simpler, owner of Simpler .Solar Systems which 
OUTMM tim plM^voltaic lights said that wh«i bolted into 
eon^«te, the lights can withstand 130-nile-p«r-tear 
wimte. He also said that 22 of the lights can be installed 
in one day and more lights can be added to the system 
later. 

Larry Heath, director of Venice Florida Public Works 
for the City of Venice, said the photovaltaic lights 
fautaUad in the city's Smith Park by Simpler three 
whiiIm age have so far fhnetioi^ very well. 

Heath said the lights used in the Venice park are to 
bri^t that the city is considering reducing the mtensity 
of the light enabling them to stay lit all inilMid 
of just until 2 or 3 in the morning.

One month after a Florida State University ^p-aduate 
Student fatally swallowed potassium cyanide, Fhirida 
State University adnunistration (^icials admit that while 
the uikivwstty wu not rMpoMiUe, fiitwe MeiiteBts may 
be preventable. 

Oifndals agree that the Au^;. 19 death of RtMelle 
Kleiman, 27, seemed unavoidable; she rightfully had 
access to the powdered chemical that she mixed with water 
and drank in the FSU Inter-Moimnilar Biolo^ laboratory. 
The student, who was pursuing a master's d^ree in 
biochemistry, died at 'fallihaiwien Manorial Regional 
Ktedical Center shortly therMAer. 

"Graduate students have to have accew to chemicals 
That's how th^ do Ihi ir work," said Harold Van Wart, 
who was Kleiman's major fjrofessor. "I can't see that 
anythutg could have been different." 

Aeeotding to Van Wart. Kkiman, who was front 
Hollywood, was writing her master's thesis at the time 
ofttw accident and hada>mpleted her lab work .ibout ^ix 
months earlier. Because she was absent from the lab and 
mailing her thesis to him few correction, Van Wart \m\A 
not observed her behavior fcM* "a good year" b^re the 
i^ident, he said. 

"I wiRiU l»w to faive been seeti^ her dturing that period 
of time" to ascertain whether Kleiman was cb^xmcfent. 
Van Wart said, adding that he did not klMMV wliM drove 
her to suicide. "To me it was a shock."

Jon Dalton, vice president for stiklent 
affairs, said the counseling nnt«- is 
currently looking to see if it can ea^nd 
its programs for graduate studenta, who 
make up 16 percent of its clientele. 

"We already provide some services in 
(stress management) and are looking at 
cAhnr ways to provida auppM ia Aat 
area," Dalton said.

Crins Management Unit, accwding to 
FSU Polite Lt. Jack Handley. The crisis 
unit is comprised of a plain-clothes police 

officer and doctoral pHychology student 
who are on call 24 hours a day to 
intwvene in situations uivolving students 
who are in danger (d harming themselves 
or others, he said. 

The unit will come to any location and 
evaluate what kind of help the student 
needs. It can also tran^cfft virtims to 
treatment, he said. 

In response to the accident, Dean of 
Ckaduate 3udi^ Russell Johnson said he 
"ramintM" the university's academic 
deans of a rule regarding annual doctoral 
student evaluations and he encouraged 
deans to make sure theird^MVtemtSMe 
abiding by the rule. 

According to the university regulation 
oirtlined in the FSU Bulletin, each year 
the rtuAmt's tapervtacn^ committee will 
assess the student's progress in writing 
and make copies available to the student.

FSU bus service deals with growth

officials to add one extra bus to

Althmvh ma^ n^ have iMie^, 
the new Seminole Ex{H-ess bus h^gim its 
rounds at the beginning of the fall 

semester. 

When we established the re^ktion 
that freshmen cannot park on the main 
FSl ' I campus between 8 a.m. and 2 p.m., 
Monday through Friday, we realized that 
more people would be parking at the 
stadium and using the buses, so we added 
a sixth bus, ' explained Florida State 
I'niversity Parking Services Maetor 
Glenn Scanlon. 

The change has been made after three 
years of managing with only five 

For the first two weeks of the fall 
semester, a seventh bus was helping 
studenU get around FSU. But after ttwy 
settled into their routims, the aombar d 
\mm was redu^ to six. 

buses are leased from Taltran at a 
cost of about $3.^,1,3,3,3 per year They now 
transport approximately 17,600 students 
every day, Parking Services 
Administrative Assistant Tricia 
Handachy said

"It's crammed and takes 20 extra 
minutes of your time It would be better 
if a parking garage were built in the 
middle of campus By parking there, y«i 
could walk anywhere in 10 minute." 

Seme students, like senjffl* ^MMntaiy 
edwation miyor Sue Davis, cm^yia ttait 
buses are frequently late. 

"I hate it when it's late Sometimes, 1 
have to wait up to a half an hour before 
I can get on the bus," Oavia mU. "A^ 
they're suppose to arriiw every fiv« 
minutes." 

According to Davis, the problem is so 
bad that bus drivers refuse to stop at some 



(ks^aated bus sK^ because %he buses 
baeMM too crowded. 

Steve Payer, a sophomore finance 
major, likes the bus system. He prefers 
parking at the stadium, even though he 
can park at any student parking lot, "I'd 
never fiml a spot to park on campus if I 
tried to park there," he said. 

To some, like Payer, the bus is a 
convenient and efflekmt way to get to 
classes. 

"(The bus system) is a big help for a big 
campus," explained Smith, who admits 
tl^re «re pn^Iema with tlM ^rtam, but 
eeieedes that it is still heli^ul. 

Bums are particularly full prior to the 
beginrimg of da.s.ses and around 9 a ni 
and noon on Mondays.

"I have ccmfifbnee that if students are 
presented with both viewpoints, they will make 
an intelli^it decision," Gish said. 

Abele admitted that he didn't have all the

When Florida State Umversit v siudents 

go til tlic poll, Idday til vote for a slate of 
student senate candidates, they may rely 
on a puty't platform to guUe their 
decisions. 

But Mine students should be prepared to 
read between the lines 

The three parties, ,Seni\nole, Monarchy 
and Action, comtnand the lioi' s ■>hare of 
candidates on the ballot. Out of the 56 
student aenMe seats up for ^abs, om or 
^rty nominees are vying for nearly 
every seat. There are only seven 
ilApra^nt candidates, as dinipared to 22 
for the Monarchy Party, 52 foi the 
Seminole Party and 53 fw the Action 
Party. 

But the platfmtns used by the parties to 
sway voters address student concerns that 
are not necessarily directly controlled by 
the FSU Student Senate. 

Some examples: 

• The Action Party platrwin says it will 
"offer 7 a.m. elnnnen toenrourage students 
who most work to continue their 

education " Yet. anv changes in rl.i^.. limes 
would have to he approved by the FSl' 
Fill lilt \ Senate 

• The Monarchy Party's serious platform 
says it will "make Btudent government 
fecs<q>tionBl, like FPIRG " To accomplish 
this, state laws which created the fees, 
known as .Activities .md Services fees, 
would have til hv overturned. 

• While the Seminole Party platforir 
does not flat out promise to do something 
the stucfent senate doesn't deal with, it does 

say It will "promnte" ule.is like air 
conditioning the dorms, soinethiiig already 
initiated hv t he iinivei sits .idmmistration 
The project is being paid for by state and 
federal tax dollan. 

Party members snit, .lat just because an 
issue is raised on their platforms that 
doesn't mean t hev are promising they will 
directly solve the problem 

1 don t see any of the things we say on 
our platform em somethit^ that will be done 
solely by the student senate," mkl witfoing 
Senate President and Action Partv 
member George Fernandez. T think thev 
are things students are interested in and 
we will work on them. We can certainly 
^tearhead the effort, airf wt cm work with 
the administration to Mlva these 
problems."

According to Tom Furlong, vice (veaident 
ftw «diH»tioaal mrri<x» at TCC, students 
may enroll in several pro^,nams -in both 
formal and informal tapacities— to start 
gearing toward their preferred imOor.

According to FSU Student Body 
Presidi iii imi Seminole Party founder 
Sean Pittman, while th^e are some iMi^ 
that (Ma't be directly molved by student 
government, its input makes a difference. 

"It takes pushing by the students to get
